C. Egb ert Jones was in from his 
farm Monday and reports poisoning 
going on for the cottor. leaf worm 
that has appeared in certain sections 
of the Brazos Bottom.

morning. 
Mr. Jones thinks the pres­ 
ent crop will not 6e disastrou s if 
poisoned. The next crop of the pests 
will come in ab ou t fifteen days and 
it will b e a prob lem whether they 
will strip the cotton of its leaves and 
kill the cotton.

Texas is a so v ereign state. 
It seems that a number o f ig­ 
no rant edito rial writers and unwise po liticians in the No rth and 
East hav e no t this kno wledge o r they tiav e it and are withho lding 
it. Recently there appeared in the Philadelphia Ledger articles and 
news co mments in the Austin American and Waco News-Tribune 
intimatio n and dark insinuatio n that ev en sho uld Railro ad Co m­ 
missio ner Earle B. Mayfield, o f Texas be elected United States 
senato r in the August 26 primary electio n o v er the impeached win at Yo akum.

rises above the rights of Mayfield as a citizen or a senator and 
attacks the very foundation of free government for which we pay 
taxes, fight, live and die. 
It attacks the foundation of all legal 
government. 
Once before men attempted these things in con­ 
travention of the constitutional rights and liberties of the people. 
They failed and will continue to fail. 
Political 
mountebanks 
and public defamers should go slow before they propagate and 
promulgate such infamous doctrine. 
It is a travesty and with­ 
out right and reason. 
It is a dangerous fallacy that may mis­ 
lead many men who are not wise in the affairs of government 
and do not understand the astute conclusions of those crafty, 
creeping and degenerate statesmen who are almost by 
their 
statements without the pale of patriotic citizenship. 
If Earle 
B. Mayfield is elected United States senator he will be seated. 
This base propaganda coming from somewhere somehow mys­ 
terious and dangerous 3nould be relegated to the tomb of oblivion. 
It is unworthy of circulation and should perish for it comes from 
the false throats of false men who have no friendship for Texas, 
the great independent commonwealth that came mto the union 
when a republic of her own volition.
